The Board of Mftnagors of the 
Ohio Home for Age«l ami Inflrtn 
Deaf held itn aunual ineelinia: on 
the 101 h inst , in the office of the 
Superintendent Jones. Tliore were 
prenent J, vV. JoneH, Dr. R. Pat- 
leiHon, Rev. W. A. KaKlofOii, R. 
I*. McGregor, C. W. Cliarles, W, 
II. Zarn, A. W. Ohleinacher, A. \\ 
Greener, J. 11. Showaller, A. Bcck- 
«rt, L. Z. Baoheberle, of Cincinnati, 
Rev. G. F. Flick, of Chicago, Sani- 
nel W. Carhetl, of Bellaire, and 
Siiperinfendenl W. E. Chapman. 

After the reading and approval 
of the minutes, the presentation of 
the annual reports wax in order. 

Secretary McGregor in present 
ing the 2'/id annual report in behalf 
to the prewideut of the Alumni As- 
sociation of the Board of ManagerN 
for the year ending August 31, 
1919, on the condition and pro- 
spects of the Home, referred to the 
four deaths there during the year; 
and that of Rev. B. R. Allabongh, a 
useful and helpful member whose 
place will be haid to All. No effort 
was made during the year to con- 
struct the cottage for the men, 
owing to the high cost of materials 
and labor, plans of which call for 
an outlay from $10,000 to $20,000. 
So now the question is whether to 
go ahead and build, or waif till 
HufBoeinl money is in the hands of 
the treasurer to pay for the struc- 
ture. 

The Boar<l would very tnnch 
like to begin work on It at once, 
and thus be able to present the 
collage for the alumni's approval 
at the next meeting in August. 
The matter will be up for further 
tliscussion and decision at this 
meeting of the board. The be- 
quest by the late Mr. Wornstaff of 
$0,000 to the Home some years 
ago, waa received during the past 
year, it is recommended that as a 
perpetual memoiial of the son of 
the donor, Albertus Wornstaff, the 
cottage V)e named the " Wornstaff 
Cottage" (or Hall). 

The members of the asnooiatlon 
are referred to the report of Hie 
Superintendent, which would show 
l«ow well he and the matron had 
managed affairs at the Home, and 
in the repoit of the treasurer, ihey 
also would find cause for grallflca- 
lion. 

The Board thanks all who con- 
tributed in any way during t'lie year 
to the comfort aud pleasure of those 
at the Home; a list of which is given 
in the su|>erintendenl's report; and 
also to the members of the various 
local boards, who have generously, 
year in and year out, given their lime 
labor and money for the wellbeing 
o> the residents. 

The Superintendent of the Home, 
Mr. W. K Chapman, In his report, 
mentions the fonr deaths of resi- 
dents during the year reported 
previously In the JOURNAL at the 
lime people were admitted. Reince 
C. Leacli, of Nebraska, age<l 02, 
and Anna G. Payntz, of West 
Virginia, aged 48. There remain- 
ed Iwenly-llvu residents at the close 
of the year, August 3 1st. The old- 
est of whom is Mrs. Hophronia John- 
son, 8C, Mrs. Kllen Vautlerveer 
comes next, being 82, then Miss 
Hannah Oblinger, 81, and partially 
Irlind, and Mrs. (Jrumplon has 
reache«l the fourscore notch. 

There were twenty-live acres of 
liay cut the past season ; best ever 
cut at the Home barns, both full, 
twenty acres of corn planted doing 
nicely, 846 bushele of wheat obtain- 
ed, and 174 bushels of oat«. No 
winter potatoes, because of too 
iiiuch rain and cold weathei in the 
spring; 800 quarts of strawbeiries 
were picked, beNjdeH red and black 
raspbeirk>H, blackberries, also cur- 
rants and gooseberries were abun- 
baiit, and a very large crop of 
(.Tapes, some pears and apples, Just 
sufficient for Home use. The live 
Block consists of four inaikefc horses, 
seven cows, one bull, two two-year 
, old heifers, two yearlings and 'wo 
heifer calves, three bowb, sixteen 
spring pigs, one hundred twenty 
five chickens and some turkeys, Just 
how many i?* not known, as they yet 
wandering about somewhere, also 
neven'geese, nine hogs an done beef, 
were butcherud for Houie use, two 



pigs for $)G and twenty-nine fat 
hogs were sold for $882.30. A 
fresh cow for $100 was sold and an- 
other to a butcher for $03.70, three 
calves brought $02, eight turkeys 
$48.43. Hay to the amount of 
$165 was sold, and from the sale of 
wheat sold $559.49 was realized. 
A new pump and gasoline engine 
has taken the place old one worn 
out. 

The fli-e escapes were all repaint- 
ed. 

A new mowing irachlne is need- 
ed. The one in use the past Ave 
years was bought second hand 
and has gone to tlie sci-ai> pile. 

One of lire fields needs tilling, 
and the improvement should be 
done now. 

Thanks are tendered to Sheer 
Bros , of Cleveland, for five gallons 
of paint for the fire escapes. The 
New York Bible and Common Pray- 
er Book Society for two large-print 
bibles — one for the men aud one for 
the ladies. They were obtained 
tlirough the kindness of the late 
Rev. Allabough. To Mr. William 
H. Zoru for an auto horn ; Miss 
Minnie Schory for a spotlight ; W. 
W. nines for fifteen bushels feed 
oats ; the Columbus Ladies' Aid 
Society for a large clock for the 
assembly room. 

To individuals and societies of 
the State who remembered the resi- 
dents at Christmas lime. 

To Dr. Timberman for removing 
cataract fi-om tho eye of Jacob Cox, 
who had been totally blind for ten 
years. Tho riglit eye was restored. 

The assistance of Mrs. Minnie 
Schory, given free for five months, 
is greatly appreciated. It was given 
at a time when help was much need- 
ed and hard to secure. 

The report of Treasurer Charles 
was most gratifying to the members 
of the Board of Managers, as it will 
be to the members of the Alumni 
Asaociation, when they have road 
it. 

It shows that good management 
has been the feature of tlio.«e In 
charge, and despite the hl^h cost of 
living nearly $1000 wasailded to the 
Reserve Fund, or to bo exact $823.- 
66, while the assets this year increas- 
ed $7,038.38 over that of last year. 

The General financial statement 
below will show ihecandltion of the 
various funds: 

GRNRRAL FINANCIAL STATEMENT 
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As will he seen by the report, 
the total receipt for the year in- 
cludl g balances, were $31,808.84, 
and the total expenditures 
$0,042.65. 

Tho earnings at tlie Home were 
$2,777.20, mostly from the sale of 
products. The larL'est item of ex- 
penditures was wholesale groceries, 
$1,231.52; labor, $1,004, and salarleB 
$900. 

A second hand auto to replace the 
one destroyed by fire, cost $800. 
It Is a Dodge make, and had been 
but little use<l. Tires and other ac- 
ceBHories amounting to $142.14 
used up the balance of the fund. 

The several reports wei-e accepted. 
Unfltiishod business being in onler, 
a discussion of the plans of the 
new cottage for men took place, 
an<l ended with a motion that the 
iiuilding Committee, composed of 
Messrs. Jones, Zoru, Beckett and 
(Miapman, consult with the archi- 
tect on the matter aud commence 



the erection of the structure early 
next spring, so that it would be up 
by the time tho r\oxt reunion of the 
Association meets, and give them an 
opportunity to Inspect It. 

There not being sufficient funds 
In the treasury to meet the pro- 
bable cost of the building, which 
will according to the architect, will 
be between sixteen and twenty thou- 
sand dollars, the ways and means 
cominitloe was authorized to insti- 
tute a drive for funds next spring 
to secure the necessary amount* 
The State will probably be divided 
Into districts and each district be 
allotted a certain sum to collect 
within a specified time. 

The Boai'd, appreciative of the 
valuable services at the Home for 
five months without remuneration, 
gave a vote of thanks to Mrs. H H 
Schory and ordered the same to be 
included In this report; also to Miss 
Cloa Q. Larnson for valuable aiti 
rendered during the vacation. 

Mr. Collins S. Sawhill was chosen 
to fill the vacancy lit the Board, 
caused liy the death of Rev. B. R. 
Allabough, and Rev. Utten Read 
added to the ruemtrership. 

At an adjourned meeting at the 
Home, next day, Messrs. Flick, 
Corbelt and Charles were appointe«l 
a committee to draft suitable resolu- 
tions expressive of the Board's sor- 
row and loss on the death of Rev. 
Allabough. The terms of the fol- 
lowing members of the Board hav- 
ing expired, they were again chosen : 
Rev. W. S Eagleson, Augustus 

B. Greener, Clarence W, Charles, 
Alfred A. Monnin, Jacob B Sliow- 
alter and Clayton L. Dickey.' The 
old officers and coinuiittees were 
each retained in their positions. It 
was decided to inspect the Home 
the next day. 

Despite murky clouds and a 
drizzling rain, the following braved 
it up to the Home, Saturday morn- 
ing, hoping Old Sol would show his 
face later on, but he did not, but 
kept it hidden throughout the day: 
Dr. aud Mrs. Patterson, Rev. W. 
A. Kagieson, Mr. and Mrs. Bcckert, 
Mr. and Mrs. Zoru, Mr. and Mi's. 
Greener, Mr. and Mrs. Ohlemaclier, 

C. W. Charles, Louis J. Bacheberle, 
Rev. Flick, Samuel W. Corbett, 
and Miss U<lilli Biggam. Mrs. 
Annie Calllson and Miss Cloa 
Lamson had gone u(t tho evening 
previous, to assist the matron in 
entertaining the guests. 

The ride from the car line to the 
Home was through rain, but as the 
party was iu closed carriage ami 
automobile, little discomfort was 
felt. 

All the residents were present 
except Mrs. Turner, who is on a 
visit to he rdaughter. All were well 
and all were glad to have oompany 
with them. The happiest of all was 
Jacob Cox. A year ago, when wo 
were up, he was a person to be 
pitied, for he was sitting in a shady 
place, ami all was darkness to him 
Tlie world was no use to him, it 
seemed for he was totally blind. 
Tills time he was mingling with 
others, smiles crept over his face, 
as he met the visitors and ex 
changed greetings. Dr. Timber 
man had graciously restored sight to 
him in one eye. That certainly is 
a blessing to Jacolt, and he appre 
elates It more in look than he can 
express In language. 

The memliers of the Board made 
an inspection of the buildings. 
The only eyesoro was the men's 
cottage, but It is hoped by this time 
next year those wlio now occupy it 
It win be housed In bettor accom 
moilatiouB, for which every mt'inber 
of the board earnestly prays. So 
Alumni, when the call comes for 
aid be ready to respond with the 
needful and give generously. 

The visitors, in fact, the residents 
too, were treated to a fine dinner 
prepared by the matron and her 
assistAiit, and everything excepting 
the coffee, sttgar, pepper and salt, 
were products of the Home garden 
and farm. No need of saying 
jiistioo was done to the spread. 
A hearty vote of thanks was given 
Mrs. Chapman for the good things 
she had sot out to her guestA. 

At the adjourned meeting of the 
Board, on motion of Mr. Zorn iu the 
ooinbined salary of the suporiuton- 
dent and matron was raised to $100 
a month, Irecauseof the able manner 
in which they have condnoted the 
affairs of the Home. When in- 
formed of the fact, both protested 
the action, saying they were receiv- 
ing and thanked the ruombcrs for 



appreciating their service but beg- 
ged, that the raise lie not made. The 
board however Insisted on its action. 

The sitting or assembly liall has 
now a largo- faced clock hanging 
near the southeast corner of the 
room, so all can readily see the time 
of day. It is .t gift from the Co- 
lumbus Ladies' Aid Society. Be- 
neath the timepiece is the following 
Inscription, wrought iu a fine .speci- 
men writing aud Iraiuod— the work 
of Mr. Ernest Zeli.

Ootobfer 25 1919.— Disregard to 
repealed aimoniiona causeil the 
death of one of the large boys of 
the school last Saturday and within 
a hair's breadlli of anolliei. For- 
tunately the latter suffered no seri- 
ous liurts aside the 'tearing of part 
of his clothing. 

The following tells the story : — 
Deaf and dumb, unaware of the 
approach of a passenger train going 
60 miles an liour, Deiphia Terry, 
19 years old, senior student iit the 
Stale Institution for tlie Deaf, .was 
killed yesterday northwest of 
Columbus. 

With three others, young Terry 
went nut gathering near Camp 
Chase. Their sacks full, they 
started liack. Because his closest 
associate, Calvin Sottler, Cleveland, 
liad Injured an ankle in a football 
game and the long hike pained him, 
Teii-y agreed to walk down tho rail- 
road track with him for a short cut. 
The other two, George Kvans, 
New Straitsville, and Clifford Drake, 
Canton, started toward the city car 
line in Broad Street. They saw a 
few minutes later, the Big Four fly 
lug thundering down tlie ti.ick. 
Both ran toward the two walking 
the ti-acks. Evans hurled stones to 
attract the attentiou of young Terry 
and Sottler, but failed. 

Ah the engineer, according to wit 
nesses, held lightly to the rope oiteu- 
ing the big wliistle, the train sped 
on. He did not know the lads 
were mutes and expectc^l them to 
hear the warning. 

By chance, Sottler, alioni 'I'erry's 
age, glanced back as Hie train was 
tint a few fet away. Tlie speed was 
too great — he couldn't get out of the 
way nor could he warn his oliuiii. 

With a thud the locomotive struck 
Terry and liis body «a8 hnrle<l 
through the air, falliug in a field 
several hundred feet away. Sot- 
tler, who tried to Jump, was struck 
a glancing blow and iiiiricd aside. 
Though his clothing was torn al- 
most off anil his body, he escaped 
the fate of his companion. 

Terry was an athlete, taking an 
active part in both football and 
basket Dall, said Supcrintendenl 
Jones. Ho had been a student 
there since he was six years old. 
He was the son of Mr. au<l Mis 
Allien Terry, 1904 Korbal Street. 

The news of the casualty, when 
it rc.iclied the school brought 
sorrow to every one who knew the 
young inarr. . 

The remains were brought by an 
uiidiMtaker to llie home of the de- 
ceased, in the northern part of the 
city. His motlier was ovorwhelm- 
ed with grief, for the Wednesday 
previous slie had attended the 
f uncial of her own mother, and ihis 
second aniiclioii, so .soon UDon the 
heels of the first, almost prostrated 
her. Several of the teachers an<l 
classmates of the deail boy visited 
Ills home aud offered consolation. 
His classmates contributed a l>eau- 
tlfiil floral piece to lay on his 
tiler. 

Tho funeral service was held 
Wednesday morning, at the resi- 
dence. Superinlentlent Jones, 
Principal Patterson, Prof. Ode- 
breclit. Rev. Utten Reail and 
Miss Frost, teacli(>rs of the three 
upper classes, and their pupils at- 
tended the funeral. The i-einains 
were taken to Dunkirk, Ohio, for 
burial. 

News was received here early in 
the week of the death, on the 15th 
inst., of Mrs. Helen A. Rose, at her 
home in Granville, Ohio. She h.'id 
been iu poor liealth for some time 
and her advanced years incapacitat- 
ed her to some extent from work. 
She would have been eighty. five 
years ohi November 13th. Stie 
was for many years matiou of the 



school here, and pupils of that time 
hel<l her in great renpeci, as she was 
much devoted to l.heui. Slie leavos 
a son of the immediate family, for 
whom she had made jirovisions to 
be cared for at tlie Home for De.if. 
A daugliter preceded her to the un- 
known shore a few years ago, to 
mourn her loss. The son became a 
resident of tlie Home Thursday of 
this week. 

Mr. Erne.st Zell, who with some 
of the teachers take there bring 
their noon lunch to school was 
given a happy surprise when he 
entered the room, Thursday of last 
week. He found more than the 
usual nnnilHMof people present, and 
tho eats including chicken were out 
of tho ordinai-y. Flowers in profu 
sioii graced tlie talile. He liadn'l 
thought of his natal day, and was 
then remimled that the extras was 
in honor of the occasion 

The driveways through the 
grounds of the school are receiving 
.1 layer of crushed stone. 

Owing to the disagreeable wea- 
ther, barely a quorum was jireseiit 
at the last meeting of tlie Ladies' 
Aid Society at Trinity Parish 
House. Articles reported by the 
visiting Committee, needed at the 
Home were ordered purchase 
Oilier societies agreeing to assist In 
tlie purchase of a clock for the 
second floor of the main building, 
tlio society will get one. Matters 
pertaining to the Hallowe'en social 
and fair wore given attention. 

Workmen were repairing the roof 
over the chapel the past week, tie 
cause of that the usual chapel 
exercises were suspended Friday 
morning

' FORTY" IN SACRED AND PROFANE 
TALES 



Wtirn Roooovelt llode Ben Butler 



Most adipireia of Theodore 
Roosevelt aie inclined to the l>elief 
that his greatest exliil>ition of 
sheer pluck was given In Mil- 
waukee iu October, 1912, when 
he was shot iu the cheat by .Tohn 
Schiank, a would be assassin, who 
was demented. On that occasion, 
with a bullet in his body, Roose- 
velt insisted on making the s[)eech 
s(?heduK'd at the Auditorium while 
the candidate of tho Progressive 
Party. He did — and then went to 
a hospital. 

But those admirers of the Colonel 
are probably not fainiliar with an- 
other exhitiition of grit that even 
surpas.sed the one at Milwaukee. 
This took place in the spring of 
1885, when Roosevelt, who was then 
ill the cattle business in the Bad 
Lands along the Little Missouri 
River, took part in a big round up 
of cattle that lasted for three weeks. 
It is graphically desciii>ed by A W. 
Merrlfleld, who was Colonel Roose- 
velt's ranch partner In those pic- 
tures«iuc days. 

" CoUuiel Roosevelt Joined the 
lound up, bringing his own string 
of ten liorsps," says Mr. Merrlfleld. 
"In this string of his he hail one 
mean brute named Beu Butler, 
Several of ills horses Irrrcked on ac- 
casion, but Ben Butler ha<l the 
trick of falling over backward. 
One afternoon as Roosevelt was 
siarting out on 'the circle' the 
horse fell over with him ari<l 
Roosevelt broke the Joint of his 
shouldera. There was no doctor 
within a hnndred miles and Roose- 
velt knew It. The break must liav > 
lieeu very painful, but he diiln't say 
a word aliout it. He simply got an 
oilier horse and went on with the 
day's work. He didn't speak of it 
again and tlie rest of us forgot 
aliout it. Tlielireak liealed up itself. 
It wasn't until about a year after 
ttiat I realized wh;»t he mu.st have 
Buffeied. When we got back from 
that round-up that spring, with his 
shoulder .scarcely healed, 1 didn't 
think aiiylhing of putting him on a 
horse for forty to sixty miles a day. 
We'd ride up to the ranch vif a man 
nam ed Qregor Lang, some fifty 
miles up the river, and when we'd 
had our supper I'd say to young 
Roosevelt: 'How about going out 
and getting a deer?' 

" llo'd say, ' Ail right.* So we'd 
get fresh horses and start out to kill 
a deer. ^ 

"After 1 had broken my aukle 



The period of imaginary flood or 
drouth following St. Swithin'a Day. 
is now long past for this year, and 
we shall hear no more of that singa- 
lar superstition until next summer, 
when it' will doubtless ' ' bob up 
serenely," only to be discredited 
again, as it has invariably been 
every year since the worthy Bishop 
of Winchester had his second inter- 
ment. For, of coarse, the prophecy 
has never so much as once been ful- 
filkd. It requires every day from 
July i,sth to August 24th, in every 
year, to be either rainy or rainless, 
which Is something that never has 
happened In any year. Yet, in the 
face of this universal failure, people 
keep right on quoting the saying, 
with more than half belief In it. 
Only it is noteworthy that they are 
far more prone to quote it in favor 
of rain than 'of drought. If July 
15th is rainy, a thousand will say, 
' ' Now we shall have forty days of 
rain," to only one who, If it is rain- 
less, will say, " Now we shall have 
forty days of drought. ' ' 

Why forty days was selected as 
the period of meteorological mo- 
notony is an interesting question, 
though it is probable that it was 
suggested by the forty days and 
forty nights of rain in Noah's time. 
At any rate, it is only one of the 
many noteworthy uses that have 
been made of the number forty in 
fact and fiction. 

After the forty days and forty 
nights of rain at the Deluge, it will 
be recalled, Noah waited forty days 
before he opened the window of the 
Ark and sent forth the raven. 

The Children of Israel were in the 
wilderness forty years, and they 
sent spies into the Promised Land 
for forty days in advance of their 
own going. 

Moses was in the Mount of the 
Law forty days. 

Isaac was forty years old when he 
was married, and so was Esau. 

Eli was judge of Israel for forty 
years. 

Goliath defied the army of Is- 
rael forty days before David killed 
him. 

Solomon reigned forty years. 
Elijah fled forty days, from Mount 
Carmel to Mount Horeb. 

Jonah gave the city of 
Nineveh forty days' warning of its I State 
impending destruction. f 

Jesus fasted forty days, and ap- 
peared to his disciples during forty 
days after his resurrection. 

St. Paul five times received forty 
strokes with the scourge. 

Turning from sacred to profane 
religious history, it is to be observed 
that the South American Indians 
of Venezuela have from time im- 
rneinorial had a yearly fasting sea- 
son of forty days, and so have the 
Aztecs of Mexico. So also, it 
.should be remembered, had the an- 
cient Persians. We cannot attri 
bute their adoption of the number 
forty to any relationship with Chris- 
tianity, and there is no evidence that 
it had any connection with Judaism. 
Why, then, forty? 

The same number plays an im- 
portant part in Mohammedan ritnal 
and lore. The dead are mourned for 
forty days, and for the same period 
women undergo ' ' purification' ' after 
childbirth. 

In the legend of Aladdin, the Sul- 
tan gave Aladdin forty days in which 
to find the lost palace. 

In the Thousand and One Nights' 
Entertainment the Third Calendar 
had a prosperous voyage for forty 
days, and was entertained by forty 
damsels, who absented themselves for 
forty days. 

Of course we all remember All 
Baba and the Forty Thieves. 

Also there is the story of Nasir, 
who spent forty days in prayer, and 
then shot an arrow through a 
sus^iended ring forty times in suc- 
cession, and when he wonnded the 
king it took that monarch forty days 
to recover from the hurt. 

The same number has figured 
much in law. The old law in Eng 
laud gave a widow forty days' un 



disturbed occupancy of her hus- 
band's estate after his death, before 
any legal action could be taken for 
other disposition of it. 

A stranger was entitled to remain 
forty days in any parish before he 
could be required to tell who he was, 
where he came from and whither be 
^as going, or to decide whether he 
would become a permanent resident. 

Members of Parliament were ex- 
empted from arrest for any cause for 
forty days before and forty days 
after the meeting of Parliament. 

Forty days was the period of 
quarantine for communicable dis- 
ease. 

The right of voting for members 
of Parliament was restricted to those 
paying no less than forty shilliagi a 
year rental for house or laud. 

In Wales the tenants of the Bis- 
hop of Llandaff paid a yearly rental 
of forty loaves of bread and forty 
dishes of butter. 

Forty may not be a " magic 
number," like three or seven, and 
it has .not the extraordinary pro- 
perties which mathematicians have 
discovered in the number nine, about 
which a whole volume might be 
written without exhausting the 
subject. But the manner in which 
it figures in both fact and fiction is 
certainly calculated to pique curiosi- 
ty, and to offer profitable results of 
antiquarian iuvestigfttion. It is 
impossible to discern any mathe- 
matical reason for such use of it, 
wherefore the natural assumption 
is that it had its orig in in some 
striking incident. 
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Uoder the direction of Brig. Gen. 
William H. Cbapin, of the old N. 
G. N. Y., an ofhcer well known for 
his capabilities, the military train- 
ing for school troys of New York 
between the ages of sixteen and 
uineteen years begau on October 
Otb, in various armories. The boys 
are to receive instruction for an 
hour and a half every week under 
instructors of the New York State 
Military Training Commissioo. 
Nearly 200,000 boys are on the lists 
of the Commission in all the six 
zoues into which the State has been 
divided, or these 61,360 are In the 
zone whioh inolndes New York City 
aud exteuda as far north as Peeks- 
kill. The Long Island zone, inolud- 
lug Brooklyn, baa 50,574 eligible 
boys. Major J. Wesley Lyons ia 
the supervising officer of the 
New York zone, and Major 
E. W. Dayton of Long 
Island. General Cbapin is chief 
supervising oSloer iu the entire 
This mobilization of the 
school boys Is the flrat step in 
the attempt this year to carry out 
the provisions of the Slater law for 
compulsory training for all boys 
within the age limits. Later the 
boys who have left school for Irusi- 
uessalso will lie mobilized. In ex- 
plaining the new training law Gen- 
eral Chapin said it was not for war, 
but to make better cilzens. "I don't 
think that soldier making oounta 
for much when yon are dealing with 
boys of sixteen," be said. " We 
want to instill a spirit of diaoipline, 
respeoi for law and obedience, and 
to give the boys an outh.ok that 
oonsidets the future."

President Roosevelt's Birth* 
day. October 27th. 

I was out on the ocean when the 
word of the death of President Roose- 
velt came and it was three weeks 
after his death that a letter from 
him reached me out in Jerusalem. 
I could therefore not have part in 
the tribute which was paid him in 
the schools on " Roosevelt Day" last 
winter. I am glad, however, to be 
here to join in the celei^ration of bis 
birthday and to ask that teachers 
and children in the schools of the 
State lememhtT it. 

While crossing the Mediterranean 
Sea on my way back from the Holy 
Land, in March, I picked up a book 
one day in which I came upon these 
lines describing the death of a great 
character in Greek mythology : 

" Yet I wonld that in clamor of 
iMittle mine bands had laid hold 
npon death." 

That was the possessing desire of 
Colonel Roosevelt's last years as re- 
vealed to me in the last interview 
I had with him — the desire to fight 
for his country and, if necessary, to 
die fighting for it, as one of the 
sons whom he gave did die. But 
bis spirit did fight on to the end for 
America and, that it may go fight- 
ing on, we encourage the children to 
become familiar with what he did 
and desired for his and their Ameri- 
la, that they may the more persisent- 
ly and effectively continue the fight 
ing for it as they grow to manhood 
and womanhood. 

It would have been the farthest 
from hhi wiith that any one, especial- 
ly a child, should be under the 
sigbtest compulsion to make con- 
tribution to the proposed memorial 
to him. I have said to superinten- 
dents that, for this reason, I thought 
no canvass for funds should be made 
in the schools, but I am glad to give 
encouragement to the celebration of 
the day in such way as to emphasize 
the energy, character and robust 
.spirit with which Colonel Roosevelt 
fought for his and their America and 
to make opportunity to acquaint the 
children with the proposed me- 
morial. 

The following is a quotation from 
a letter of the officers of the Roose- 
velt Memorial Association : 

"The Roosevelt Memorial Associa- 
tion is a strictly non-partisan, non- 
political organization devoted to the 
erection of a suitable monument to 
Colonel Roosevelt. The meetings 
which it proposes in his memory are 
a memorial to character and Ameri- 
can manhood and not to policies. 
A great wave of patriotism sweeping 
over the country would be the me- 
morial of his deepest desire. To 
build this spiritual memorial, the 
power of the. spoken word is needed 
and in valuable. "—/(7A» //.
